Members o f Co ngress 
enjo y freedo m o f 
speech like any o ne else, bu t so me eith er h av e 


no t read th e U.S. Co nstitu tio n o r ch o o se to fo r­ 
get its pro v isiens as th ey make statements 
wh ich misinfo rm and mislead th e pu blic. 
Sev eral speech es in th e Ho u se and Senate, 


widely repo rted in th e press, giv e th e impres­ 
sio n President Jo h nso n is carry ing o n a war in 
Vietnam with o u t th e co nsent o f Co ngress and 
th at th e ch ief ex ecu tiv e in th is and preceding 
administratio ns h as disregarded th e Co nstitu tio n 
in h is u se o f th e armed fo rces o f th e United 


States. 
It is easy to fo rget, bu t tragic h isto ry wh en 
o ne is elected to Co ngress. No president co u ld 
carry o n a single military o peratio n a mo ment 
after Co ngress by reso lu tio n o r by law with ­ 
drew au th o rity fo r su ch acts. 
Ev en to day , Co ngress h as th e righ t to pass a 
law wh ich wo u ld prev ent th e ex ecu tiv e fro m 


co ntinu ing th e Vietnam war. Co ngress co u ld dic­ 
tate th e terms o f with drawal, and th e President 
wo u ld h av e to abide by su ch a co mmand. 
It h as been argu ed th at President Tru man 
sent American fo rces into th e Ko rean War in 
1950 with o u t co nsent o f Co ngress. No fo rmal 
“declaratio n o f war” was made, bu t Co ngress 
pro mptly ex ercised its po wer to su pply fu nds 
and au th o rizatio ns fo r th e u se o f th e military 
fo rces. 
Th e Co nstitu tio n say s: 
“Th e Co ngress sh all h av e po wer . .. to raise 
and su ppo rt armies . . . 
“To make ru les fo r th e go v ernment and reg 
u latipn o f th e land and nav al fo rces . . . “ To 
pro v ide fo r calling fo rth th e militia to ex ecu te 
th e laws o f th e u nio n, su ppress insu rrectio ns 
and repel inv asio ns . . . 
“To make all laws wh ich sh all be necessary 
and pro per fo r carry ing into ex ecu tio n th e fo re­ 
go ing po wers, and all o th er po wers v ested by 
th is co nstitu tio n in th e go v ernment o f th e Unit­ 
ed States, o r in any department o r o fficer 
th ereo f.” 
Th e fo u nding fath ers didn't fo resee th e po ssi­ 
bility o f a nu clear attack, bu t in th e Co nstitu ­ 
tio n 
th ey 
ex plicitly o rdered 
th e 
ex ecu tiv e 
branch o f th e go v ernment to pro tect each state 
“against inv asio n.’ ’ 
Certainly a nu clear attack wo u ld be an “in­ 
v asio n” by air. Th e President, th erefo re, h as 
th e righ t to lau nch a deterrent attack o n an 
enemy with o u t waiting fo r th e Senate and 
Ho u se to go th ro u gh th e legislativ e pro cess. 
Th e Senate, by a two -th irds v o te, already h as 
giv en th e President bro ad au th o rity in Eu ro pe 
by ratify ing th e No rth Atlantic Treaty wh ich 
requ ires th e President instantly to h elp repel 
inv asio n o f any member co u ntry with o u t a 
“declaratio n o f war” by Ccngress. 
So metimes, a president do esn’t deem it de­ 
sirable to requ est a fo rmal “declaratio n o f 
war.” Th is is becau se u nder internatio nal law 
an o bligatio n arises to search and seize neu tral 
as well as enemy sh ips. 
Bu t su ch actio n migh t paraly ze American 
trade, to o , so so metimes th e step is no t taken. 
Co ngress, h o wev er, at any time can pass a re­ 
so lu tio n fo rmally declaring “a state o f war” o r 
can deny it after a president’s requ est. 
Th e final po wer rests entirely with Co ngress. 
Th u s, to say th at President Jo h nso n is to day 
ex ceeding h is au th o rity in Vietnam is to disre­ 
gard th e To nkin Gu lf reso lu tio n passed by Co n­ 
gress in 1964, wh ich au th o rized th e President 
“to take all necessary measu res to repel any 
armed attack against th e fo rces o f th e United 
States and to prev ent fu rth er aggressio n” in 
So u th east Asia. 
It h as been argu ed th at Co ngress didn’t in­ 
tend to au th o rize large-scale o peratio ns by U.S. 
military fo rces in Vietnam. 
If th is is tru e, bo th h o u ses can at any mo ­ 
ment pass a reso lu tio n repealing th eir prev io u s 
actio n o r reaffirming it. 
President Jo h nso n h as repeatedly po inted th is 
o u t. C ngress, mo reo v er, in th e last few y ears 
h as passed many bills appro priating billio ns o f 
do llars fo r th e Vietnam War. No t a single ex ­ 
penditu re co u ld h av e been made with o u t au ­ 
th o rizatio n by a majo rity o f th e members o f 
bo th th e Senate and Ho u se. 
It o nly co nfu ses peo ple wh en members o f 
Co ngress igno re th e wo rds o f th e Co nstitu tio n 
and talk abo u t th e Vietnam war as an alleged­ 
ly u nco nstitu tio nal o peratio n.
